Grand Jury commenced its in­ 
vestigations yesti-rday. 
The frauds 
perpetrated in the Tax Collector's of­ 
fice will be siltecHo the bottom, and 
everybody interested in the affair is 
wondering who will be indicted. The 
witnesses summoned to appear yester­ 
day to testify included Tax Collector 
Barber, Alexander Rosborough, J. Leo 
Park, Fred English, Lester Ilerrick, 
\ . Ackerman, Frank Courant, Mrs. 
Whidden, E. Mayrisch, C M. C. 
Peters, Edward Crosby, County Au­ 
ditor Whidden, George Schmidt and 
George Eraser. 


In response to a demand ex County 


Tax Collecter Rosborough produced a 
trunk containing the receipts retained 


by him, showing the taxes that had 
been paid to him. 
There are 47,000 
receipts in the trunk, ahd it will take 
the Grand Jury expert some time to 


go through them. 
Mr. Rosborough 
says that he has no objection to having 
the receipts fully investigated, but he 
insists that he shall be allowed to have 
a representative present when the re­ 
ceipts arc being 
examined. Ros 
borough says that these receipts are 
his only protection and he proposes to 
have them carefully guarded. 


Among the list of witnesses called 
yesterday were taxpayers who had re­ 
ceived receipts for their taxes from 
Myron Whidden. 
Fraser, who was the 
nightwatchman at the courthouse, also 
told what he saw in the evenings. The 
testimony was all kept secret, and Dis­ 
trict Attorney Snook said that every­ 
body on the Grand Jury had been ad­ 
monished to maintain strict silence. 


County Auditor Whidden got out of 
a sick bed yesterday in order to answer 
the call of the Grand Jury. 


'T want to see this thing 
through," 
said Whidden. 
"I have been sub­ 
poenaed by the Grand Jury, and I will 
do my best to clear up the conspiracy 
which has been surrounding me. I 
shall go before the Grand Jury confi­ 
dent that I will show them that I am 
entirely blameless in this matter." 


Attorney I)e Golia was on hand to 
represent his client. 
He made a 
statement to the public for Whidden, 
in which he said: 


"Whidden is on hand ready to go 
before the Grand Jury and make a full 
statement. 
I am satisfied that Whid­ 
den did not take that money. All 
that he asks is fair treatment. 
He will 
tell all that he knows about the case, 


for he has nothing to conceal, 
Whid­ 
den is different from some people. He 
simply says that he did not take the 
money, and he does not know who 
did. 
He does not go around calling 
names and making charges." 


An effort is to be made to push the 
investigation to a speedy conclusion, 
so that the guilty party may be arraign­ 
ed in court. 
District Attorney Snook 
says that he does not want any delays 
in the matter, and he is anxious to 
have the hearing ended as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
He says that he can see no 
reason for allowing the matter to drag 


along.

EDITOR GAZETTE—The question has 
often arisen as to whether it is a good 
business policy to discount the future. 
In the discussions which have been 
held from time to time, the best of the 
j argument has always rested with those 


I who have denied that it was a good 
! policy. 
In the preponderance of cases 
! it has always been found, by actual ex- 
I perience, that paying as you go never 
j fails to have a successful 
termination, 
i while on the other hand the mortgaging 


! style has proved to be ruinous. 
In the 
i former case there is a certainity while 
1 in the latter there is always a chance. 


One thing very sure is that it is a 
very expensive way of carrying on 
business of any kind. 
There may be 
times when borrowing money and pay­ 


ing interest upon the same may prove 
to be -successful to a certain extent. 


There must be more than the ordin­ 
ary rise in values to enable the borrow- 


j er to carry out his scheme and have his 
1 original capital with a fair rate ol in- 


j terest added to it come back untouched, 
i 
In one way it is quite similar to leav- 


j ing a disease with descendants that 
j time very seldom eradicates. 
The old 
maxim is very applicable that with 
twenty shillings earned and sixpense 
spent the surroundings are of a happy 
nature but with the same amount 
earned and twenty shillings and six­ 
pence spent nothing but misery will be 
in the household. 


Major Curtis of Boston, in his inau­ 
gural speech, makes the statement in 
regard to that city that "the increased 
revenue derived from increased valua­ 
tions did not equal the increased de­ 
mands upon the city. 
T h e city did 
not make any net gain in revenue for 
the payment of current expenses, while 
at the same time there has been an in­ 
crease in the requirements 
for current 
expenses in many departments. The 
large amounts required for paying in­ 
terest was not met with an amount in 
the increase of revenues to equal it." 


The 
consequence naturally is that 
the city is paying out more than it 
takes in and eventually destruction will 
follow. 


When 
public 
improvements are 
wanted many people cry out at once, 


"Oh bond the town and let our chil­ 
dren pay the bond." 
The fact is often 
accomplished now-a-days and the fu­ 
ture generation have to suffer for it. 


Berkeley is just now about to expe­ 
rience something of this kind. 
There 
are a number of things that the people 
think must be had right away. 
These 


all cost money and the people, as a 
rule, feel to poor to put their hands in 
their pockets to pay lor something 
which is destined to be for the benefit 


ol those who come after us. 
Will this 
benefit equal the strain that will have 
to be applied to the future for its pay­ 
ment ? 


If the improvements are so very 
necessary for immediate use, would it 
not be better to make a forced payment 


of the amount required, as it is wanted 


for use, rather than to raise it by the 
mortgage route. 
These 
reflections 
come up when the fact is known, that, 
ere long, a determined attempt will be 
made to bond die town for new im­ 
provements. 
It will be well enough 


for the property owners to think this 
proposition well over before any de­ 
cided action is taken.

A New Professor. 


Several months ago Professor Ed­ 
ward Lee Greene, who held the posi­ 
tion of professor of botany at the State 
University for a number of years, re­ 
signed to accept a similar one in the 
Catholic 
University at Washington. 
Professor Greene's reason for leaving 


was that he was offered a much larger 
salary than the Board of Regents of 


j the 
University of California could 
afford to give. 
He was very well 
pleased with California and had made 
a very careful classification of the flora 


of this State; in fact, it is acknowledg­ 
ed by all scientists that he has a more 
extended 
knowledge of California 
flowers than any other man. 


The new incumbent, Professor Setch- 
ell, has already attained a high rank 
in scientific circles, and is regarded as 
one of the best informed men in this 
country in his line of science. His 
scientific education was received prin­ 
cipally at Harvard University. 
From 
1888 to 1891 he was assistant in biol 
ogy at Harvard under Professor Far- 
low, receiving from that institution the 
degree of Ph. D. 
President Eliot 
entertains a very high opinion of Dr. 
Setchell, and speaks in terms of admir­ 
ation of his strong 
personality, his 
marked ability ar.d his power of at­ 
tracting the attention and interest of 
students. 
Professors 
Goodale and 
Mark of Harvard, and Professor At­ 
kinson of Cornell, who for some time 
past have been associated with Dr. 
Setchell in scientific 
pursuits, 
also 
speaks in glowing terms of his charac­ 
ter, and his abilities as a scholar and 
an educator, while Professor C. O. 
Whitman, director at Wood's 
Hall 
laboratory, considers him one of the 
ablest scientists that the biological de­ 
partment at Harvard has ever produced. 


More Observations. 


The 
GAZETTE man in search of items 
this morning ran afoul of a very large 
one while traveling in the north-western 
portion of the town. 


Having looked at the old three-story 
watch factory until tears came into his 
eyes from his reflections he turned 
sadly away, thinking how much more 
prosperous 
would the west end of 
Berkeley be if the sound of industry 
made by two or three hundred em­ 
ployees could be heard issuing from 
this now tenantless building. 
The re­ 
porter's thoughts wandered still further 
backward into the days of William C. 
Ralston, the only banker in California 


who ever took any interest in the build­ 


ing up of her manufactories. 
It was 
years ago when this man passed away 
but the generous smile of his sharp-cut 
countenance was plainly visible to an 
inward eyesight. 


Turning away, as said before, the 
newspaper man came to the cuirying 
establishment of Messrs. McDonald & 
Remond, situated on Rose street, near 
Third. 


A first glance at the building does 
not give a person an idea of what is 
going on inside. 
The structure con­ 
sists of three stories and has an annex 
which is used for the engine and boiler 
to furnish the power to carry the nec­ 
essary machinery. 


On the main floor we find the cylin­ 
drical box in which is placed the hides 
for absorbing the tallow naturally re­ 
quired for its currying. 
This large 
box is revolved by steam power, and 
contains as a charge about 
twenty 
hides. 
Steam is used to open the 
pores of the skin, and the melted tal­ 
low is then forced in to fill them up. 
Previous to being 
placed in the 
sweater the hides have to be scraped 
with a knife on the flesh side. 


Perhaps to go a little further back 
it would be well to say that these cur­ 
riers prepare harness 
leather alone, 
and get their stock from the various 
tanneries throughout the State. A 
car load was received from Redwood 
Citv this morning. 
Before scraping 
off the meat the skin is given a proper 
soaking in water to make it elastic, 
and so that the worker can be quick 
and at the same time accomplish the 
purpose. 


After this process has been com­ 
pleted the hides are placed upon one 
of 
Fitzhenry's improved scouring ma­ 
chines and ironed out, as it might be 
termed. 
This machine does about 
the same amount of work that three 
men will accomplish in one day. 


The hides are then conveyed by an 
elevator to the third story of the build­ 
ing, and hung up to dry. 
When in 
proper condition they are then treated 
to the filling process, as stated before, 
with tallow. 
Then they go on the 
bench and are covered with a black 
coaling, which finally has to be rubbed 
with tallow to make the color set. An­ 
other drying process has to be gone 
through with, and then comes the final 
finishing. 
The tool used for this pur­ 
pose takes off all extraneous matter, 
and at the same time leaves a quite 
substantial black polish that one no­ 
tices when seeing a side of leather 
hanging up in the saddler's shop. 


These gentlemen have been estab­ 
lished but a few years, and a nice 
business has grown from their labors. 
They are practical men, and work at 
the different branches of the business 
every day. 
They now employ several 
hands, in addition to their own labor, 
and turn out a very large amount of 
work in the course of a year. The 
stock they carry all the time is proba­ 
bly of a value of from $12,000 to 
$15,000. 
It is constantly coming and 
going. 
The demand varies with the 
different qualities of stock. 
For in­ 
stance, some kinds of heavy leather 
which has been unsalable for the past 
two years, has instantly come into de­ 
mand and they cannot begin to keep 
up with their orders, one house in San 
Francisco taking all that they can 
manufacture. 


As said before this firm obtains its 
supply of leather suitable for harness 
purposes from all parts of the State. 
They will probably soon have to add 
to their manufacturing facilities and 
consequently employ more help. 


This is another one of those indica­ 
tions that business in Berkeley is com 
ing to the front and soon there will be 
no idle hands where any disposition 
whatever is shown to work. 


By another year both skilled and 
unskilled labor In Berkeley will have a 
demand far exceeding the supply.
